They look as though they are intended for 
a French stereoscope. 


One of our members recently suggested 
painter’s masking tape (the green one 
rather than the cream coloured one, as it is 
more stable), cut down to the right width. 
The original Passe Partout material is no 
longer available, unless you can pick up 
some ‘new old stock’ from somewhere like 
eBay. 


The green tape could be painted black with 
Indian Ink or similar. 


I hope that helps and thank you for 
contacting us.
